their herd. “Breed the 
best sires available,” “use young 
sires one-third your herd,” “all 
heifers should bred AI,” are samples 
what dairymen are told time and 
time again. 

But possible that the “mating 
problem not the sires selected? 
The problem might have started before 
the animal was ever inseminated. May- 
she was never bred the “right sire” 
because one detected the animal 
heat. 

The following editorial written 
Virginia Dairy Scientist Dennis 
Hartman, focuses effective plan 
for dairymen use heat detection. 


Improve Heat Detection 
Technique 


farmer was asked, “what the 
greatest problem with reproductive 
management his herd,” the answer 
would likely be; catching cows 
heat, low conception rates. The 
average farmer detects only half the 
cows heat. This greatly effects the 
number days from calving concep- 
tion (days open). matter fact, 
percent the variation days open 
caused differences heat detection. 
You, the manager, are responsible for 
heat detection. 

There easy but costly way out 
this problem. easily obtain repro- 
ductive efficiency, run bull with the 
animals bred. The average bull 
running with the females bred 
will lower the genetic base. Unless, you 
have bulls good top 
sires. This highly unlikely, since 
most breeders like make some extra 
money selling good-pedigreed bulls 
organizations. 

Heat Detection Plan 
One person should assume the re- 
sponsibility for the heat detection pro- 
gram. This policy seems the best 
even herds that are large 300 
more animals. The point one per- 
son responsible will make sure the 
job properly done. more than one 
person shares this duty, one must 
take full responsibility. The person who 
best cow person and heat observer 
the farm. must have effective 
plan. The key points heat detection 
are: 
Set aside two three times during 
the day nothing but watch 
cows for heat. 

Avoid feeding time time when 
cows are the holding area. 

Check cows after they have been 
moved. 

not combine observation for 
heat with other chores. 

Make one check the evening and 
one the early morning. 

ful. 


Look for mounting activity, stand- 
ing heat. 

Walk behind the cows observe 
secondary signs heat. 

Use heat expectancy charts iden- 
tify cows watch closely. 

10. they are lying down, get them 

see they are heat. 

11. Check records see she was 

heat 18-24 days earlier. 

It’s important know the secondary 
signs heat. The most common are: 
did not stand when mounted; rode 
another cow; full part red missing 
KaMar; unusualy active; hair roughed- 
over tailhead; clear mucous dis- 
charge; unusual amount bawling; 
fence walking; would not let milk down; 
blood mucous discharge; ears pointed 
forward; and/or standing with head 
resting another cow’s rump. These 
signs should learned quickly spot 
cows heat. 

Acheck system will improve observa- 
tion for heat. This important because 
many the secondary signs heat 
are missed. The following questions 
should answered the person 
checking the heats: 

Did she calve least days ago? 
Are there any reproductive dis- 
orders recorded veterinary 
treatment needed? 

Breed wait? 

When was she last heat? 

her cycle length normal (18-24 
days)? 

she true heat? 

Could she pregnant? 

this repeat service? 

Was she observed true standing 
heat, were less reliable signs 
observed? (If there question, 
back and recheck the cow). 

10. she really heat? 

11. Should she bred? 

Once these questions are answered, 
the information should returned 
acentral location. The inseminator can 
then easily check which cows need 
bred. make this process easier, 
heat detection report cards are usually 
available from local extension agents.

These concerns have 
increased the pedigrees high-PTI 
bulls have become more similar. There 
are times when nearly every breed has 
difficult choices make because the 
best sires available are related the 
females bred. this such time 
for the Guernsey breed? The following 
article will attempt answer this 
question. First, closer look the 
genetic basis for inbreeding and the 
expected effects inbreeding. 
What Makes Inbreeding Bad? 
Basically, inbreeding increases 
homozygosity makes the offspring 
matings between relatives more hom- 
ozygous than offspring from other mat- 
ings. Homozygosity exists single 
gene location when the two genes (one 
each member pair chromo- 
somes) are alike. the two genes are 
not alike, then the individual heter- 
ozygous for that pair genes. Dairy 
cattle have pairs chromosomes 
and many genes per chromosome pair. 
Hence, every dairy animal homozy- 
gous some loci (gene locations) and 
heterozygous others. Homozygosity

Why Does Inbreeding Increase 
Homozygosity? 

Inbreeding increases homozygosity 
because some genes transmitted the 
next generation the sperm and the 
ova (egg) have their genetic origin ina 
common ancestor. Because this, the 
genes carried the sperm and ova are 
more likely the same. When sperm 
and ova join begin new life, that 
new individual will then homozy- 
more gene locations than would 
anon-inbred individual. With the genet- 
make-up its parents unknown, 
difficult anticipate the increase 
homozygosity individual. 

However, the expected average in- 
crease can calculated. This known 
the inbreeding coefficient.

Why Increased Homozygosity Bad? 

most respects homozygosity not 
bad. fact, several cases desira- 
ble. major purpose purebred dairy 
cattle societies breed quality cattle 
that will transmit good genetics 
future generations. The more homozy- 
gous the cow bull, the more likely 
they are breed true and transmit 
uniformly. 

However some loci, heterozygosity 
better for productivity and other 
measures performance.

more desirable genes and decreases the 
number homozygous for the less desir- 
able genes. 

Changes production traits from 
inbreeding have been studied exten- 
sively (mostly Holsteins) with the 
estimates shown Table Inbreeding 
does have small negative effects 
reproduction, growth rates and sur- 
vival.

Table shows that each one percent 
increase inbreeding expected 
reduce milk and fat yield about 
and 1.5 pounds per lactation, respec- 
tively.
